Italy and France Can 
Find No Solution 


PARIS, Nov. 26—The so-called 
‘five-power naval conference” seems 
to have well broken down before it 
begins, as a result of disagreements 
in preliminary discussions between 
France and Italy. Italy insists on 
naval “parity” with France, and in- 
cists that such be agreed to before 
considering questions about “reduc- 
tions” of submarines and cruisers, 

France, in the words of its minis- 
ter of marine, George Leygues, “will 
net accept parity with Italy, and 
second, she will not change her at- 
‘itude toward submarines”. France’s 
letermination on this point mirrors 
ts purpose to hold close grip on 
olonial peoples, as France’s answer 
to Italy is said to be based on the 
League of Nations Covenant which 
says that “in reduction of arma- 
ments the geographical siiuation 
and special conditions of each coun- 
try must be considered,” Frarce cit- 
‘ng this in a statement that it needs 
a larger navy than Italy to “pro- 
tect” its colonies. 

What Italy may reply no one does 
know, but, it undoubtedly would like 
to get half of France’s colonies and 
thus sanctify its claim for “parity”
